As laid out, the park will have 
two levels. There will be a ball 
field, over near Middlesex Avenue, 
with home plate being in the cor- 
ner near the “Cranberry House," 
and there will be a soft ball dia- 
mond, between the Cranberry 
House" and the Masonic Hall, Both 
of these diamonds will be at an 
elevation of 925 feet above sea- 
level, and the outline of this parti- 
cular level will be roughly in the 
shape of a bean, or perhaps it may 
be compared to a wooden shoe 
Provisions are made for flooding 
the two baseball diamonds, in win- 
ter time. 

In the corner opposite the Walk- 
er School, the ground will be 1.5 
feet higher, or M4 feet above sea- 
level. This will be the nursery cor- 
ner. with @ small wading pool, for 


| very young tots, and sand boxes, 


and benches for mothers to sit on. 
We haven't measured the exact 
size, but we believe that there is 
more than one acre in this plot, 
which we think will be set off 
with green lawns, and should be 
quite beautiful, 

Around the edges of the Play- 
ground, in the sketch, there are 
planted some nice green shrubs. 
The whole thing strikes the on- 
lookers as being a vast i 
ment, and there is an ad note, 
for those persons who like to per- 
form mental Goetiee. The front 
step, of the Highway Department 
building, is assumed to be just 100 
feet above searlevel.
